Wareham Offers New Dual Enrollment 
to Tri-Town Students

Dual enrollment classes might not count towards 
a student's GPA at Old Rochester Regional High School, 
but they do at Wareham High School, a school choice 
school with a new partnership with Bridgewater State 
University that will give upperclassmen a head start in 
their secondary education. 

In a March 17 press release, Wareham High 
School Principal Scott Palladino announced the new 
partnership with BSU, which will offer junior- and senior- 
year students a reduced-tuition cost per course as well as 
transportation to and from BSU. 

The topic of dual enrollment courses counting as 
high school credits and being factored into the student's 
GPA came up recently at ORR when one concerned 
mother of an ORR student spoke out during a School 
Committee meeting. She said it was not fair that her 
son - a dual enrollment student - is ineligible to be 
school valedictorian and cannot speak at his graduation 
ceremony because his dual enrollment course credits are 
not applied to his high school GPA. 

ORRHS Principal Michael Devoll recently made 
the final decision to keep the status quo and not integrate 
dual enrollment courses into the GPA. He stated that 
dual enrollment classes, of which 40 hours of class time 
are required, do not equate to the 120 class time hours

required of a high school class. 

"The outcome of participating in dual enrollment 
during both the junior and senior year can result in a 
student graduating from high school with as many credits 
as a sophomore in college/ 7 says Palladino in the press 
release. 

In a phone interview, Palladino said the BSU dual 
enrollment project has been in the works for about a year 
and a half. 

If a student takes four dual enrollment courses 
during junior and senior year at 12 credits per year, he or 
she gets the equivalent of a freshman year in college upon 
graduation. Dual enrollment courses are offered in all 
aspects of general education. 

If they so choose, students from ORR could opt 
to enroll at Wareham High, because it is a school choice 
school. 

"I know Mr. Devoll won't be happy, but. . ." said 
Palladino. As far as ORR students are concerned, "We'd 
certainly be happy to have them/ 7 Palladino said.

Solar Farm #3 for Mattapoisett 
By Marilou Newell 

It seems that Mattapoisett is becoming the Tri- 
Town leader of the pack when it comes to commercial 
solar farms - Number Three is planned for Crystal Spring 
Road in the fall of 2014. 

Blue Wave LLC, now a household name for many 
residents on North Street and Shady Oak Drive, invited 
abutters on Crystal Spring Road to the American Legion 
Hall on March 20 to hear their marketing presentation for 
their latest venture in town. It was the same presentation 
that they previously offered when a contingent of 
residents met with them last year regarding the Tinkham 
Hill Road site. 

The highpoints - beyond their global footprint 
and depth of expertise in all aspects of solar energy 
production - are that they are a stand-up company that 
will only bring in partners that can support the project 
economically (Sun Edison is their partner for the Tinkham 
Hill venture) and with the highest level of professional 
oversight required by the town and its residents. 
Representatives from Blue Wave shared that over the 
course of the approximately 90- day construction cycle, 
every effort will be made to minimize the impact on the 
abutters by using dust mitigation techniques and a truck 
tire wash-down process so that mud will not be spread 
across Crystal Spring Road. Post construction, the fencing 
that will enclose the solar farm will be camouflaged with 
native trees and other species, while inside the enclosure 
grasses will give it a meadow appearance. 

Blue Wave again told the public that energy 
credits could be purchased by the town, but to date, 
Mattapoisett has not elected to do so. John DeVillars, 
president of the company, said that he didn't want to 
wade too deeply in the complicated topic of solar energy 
credits, but suffice it to say that Mattapoisett could enjoy 
some benefit from the energy that will be produced from 
this solar farm. That benefit, however, will not translate to 
lower energy bills for the residents of the town. 

What the town will get, which is the same process 
they are following with the Tinkham Hill project, is a 
higher tax base over the course of the commercial project's 
lifetime and a payback in taxes from the last five years to 
the higher rate (presently the parcel is zoned as a farm

and taxed at a lower rate). Residents also wanted to know 
what will happen to the site after the twenty-year rental 
agreement ends. DeVillars responded that they can either 
renew the lease and continue producing energy at the site, 
or remove the equipment to the satisfaction of the town. A 
fund with $100,000 will be held aside as surety. 

Richard Charon, the local engineer working with 
Blue Wave, offered as an additional comment one that 
had previously been used, " . . . the land will eventually be 
developed for something which is the right of the owner 
... do you want a bunch of houses, people and traffic, or 
a quiet passive solar farm/ 7 The theme of solar farms as 
good neighbors was driven home. 

The small turn out of only five homeowners 
didn't mean they weren't concerned for their homes 
and the homes of the neighbors not in attendance; to the 
contrary, their questions were direct and to the point. 
They wanted to know if their homes 7 values would 
decrease, if storm water runoff would flood their parcels, 
if they would be able to see the deforested acreage, and if 
safety was an issue with solar farms. Each question was 
answered fully and appeared to assuage their concerns. 

While none of those in attendance were overly 
thrilled at the prospect of having a solar farm situated 
in their backyards, they seemed consigned to the reality 
that Blue Wave and its partners would meet all the town's 
regulations and move forward into construction. 

The site selected for this latest commercial 
venture is not without challenges for the developers. 
One side of the 56-acre site is bordered by Interstate 195, 
which brings the State into the picture. Two other borders

fall under wetlands protection, and the fourth borders 
approximately six residential lots. When completed, 20 
acres will have 20,000 solar panels in place. 

Blue Wave will meet with the conservation 
commission on Monday, March 24 at 6:30 pm. They 
propose to locate the solar farm into the bordering 
wetlands area and fill in some wetlands in an effort to 
keep the solar farm as far away as possible from the 
residential lots. The abutters were told to attend the 
conservation commission meeting to support that plan; 
otherwise, the solar array will have to be situated closer 
to their homes. Blue Wave will be working with the 
Department of Wildlife and Fisheries to mitigate animal 
habitat disruption and with DOT for permission to 
remove trees along Interstate 195. Due to the change in

Selectmen Call Special Town Meeting

Selectmen called for a Special Town Meeting for 
May 19 at 6:45 pm, just before Rochester's Annual Town 
Meeting that same evening at 7:00 pm. Article submission 
deadline was set for Friday, April 10 so selectmen can 
review the articles at their April 14 meeting. 

Town Administrator Richard LaCamera said only 
a few reserve fund transfers would likely appear on the 
Special Town Meeting warrant at this point. 

Also during the meeting, LaCamera announced 
that a Tri-Town joint meeting of the Boards of Selectmen 
is scheduled for April 10 at 7:00 pm at the ORR High 
School media center room. LaCamera said the ORR 
School Committee would also be present at the meeting 
to discuss the investigation of the 2011 cyber-theft of over 
$100,000. 

In other news, the ice and snow removal budget 
is up to $41,000 and is expected to climb with the 
anticipated Wednesday, March 26 snowstorm. 

"It just isn't gonna end/ 7 said LaCamera. "It's 
really a little discouraging at this point/ 7 

Later, selectmen received a letter informing 
them that if the Town had adopted the Community 
Preservation Act and charged residents a CPA tax, 
the Town could have received another $27,000 in CPA 
funding in addition to the taxes collected. The $27,000 
amount is based on the real estate transactions for 2013. 

Selectmen announced a Rabies Clinic set for April 
27 from 12:00 to 2:00 pm at the Rochester Grange located 
at 205 Hartley Road. The cost is $12 per shot. Dogs must 
be leashed, and cats must be confined in a transfer cage. 

Selectman Naida Parker reminded residents 
that on April 9, the Rochester Annual Election Day, polls 
are open from 8:00 am to 8:00 pm. Absentee ballots are 
already available at the Town Clerk's office, and the only 
two contested races are for the Board of Health and the 
Rochester School Committee.

Pursley and Fleming Honored 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

The American Legion and the Mattapoisett 
Board of Selectmen honored Evelyn Pursley and Donald 
Fleming whose decades of service to the town and its 
residents span a total of 110 years. They were lauded 
for dedicating their lives to serving others through 
participation on various town boards and organizations 
as well as in their professional career paths. Pursley 7 s 
service award was for 60 years, while Fleming's noted 50 
years of service. 

The Selectmen continued the evening's meeting 
by approving this summer's annual 4th of July Road 
Race. The race was begun in 1971 with the goal of raising 
as much money as possible for monetary awards to 
graduating students of ORRHS who have participated 
in the school's running programs. The 2013 road race 
supported 12 scholarships of $1,500 each and had 1,100 
runners who finished the race. 

Mattapoisett' s Lions Club Easter Egg Hunt was 
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next on the agenda. Don Bamberger, Head Lion, said 
that his group was 'egg-cited 7 about the upcoming Easter 
event that will take place in Shipyard Park with the 
approval of the Selectmen. Approval was granted. (Watch 
for further details on both of these upcoming events.) 

Next up was Highway Surveyor Barry Denham 
who met with the Selectmen to give his report and future 
plans for roadways throughout the town. He told them 
that 10.6 miles of road have been paved in the past eight 
years - 25% of the total roads in town at a cost of $3.5 
million. When asked, Denham said that the town owns 
44 miles of roads. Of all the roads that need attention 
now, he said that Eldorado, Bayberry (and its associated 
lanes) and Shady Oak Drive were in the worst condition. 
A contract for work on those roads is out for bid now, 
and the town has passed muster with the Conservation 
Commission allowing work to commence during the 
summer. He detailed roads throughout the community, 
sharing with the board the condition of each and every 
one and future plans for repairing them. In several 
instances, Denham said that his department would 
piggy-back with the water and sewer department's work, 
maximizing the opportunity to get everything done at 
one time. Regarding Pico Beach where a culvert is in need 
of repair, he said that grant money was being sought 
and that 25% of the engineering work and 75% of the 
permitting work was completed to date. He continued 
that another culvert located on Acushnet Road at Tinkham 
Pond was in desperate need of repair, but that the project 
is estimated to cost $500,000. His detailing continued as he 
discussed sidewalk work that will be done in the village 
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area, and repair work for North Street from the overpass 
to the Rochester line using a new type of seal coating 
material. "If we don't do anything ... we'll be in trouble 
. . ./' Denham said of North Street. At the intersection of 
Brandt Island Road and Route 6, he was pleased to note 
that a long lost set of plans had been found so that the 
work of correcting the alignment of the intersection could 
now be completed at a cost of approximately $150,000. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne then gave his 
report. He asked that the board vote on the date and time 
of the spring town meeting. That was done and set for 
May 12 at 6:30 pm at ORRHS. He said that he wanted to 
impress upon the public that time was of the essence for 
submitting articles for the town warrant. He said anyone 
wanting to place something before the voters needed to 
get that information to his office no later than March 28. 

Continuing, he said there had been one bid for the 
seasonal concession on the town wharf. Once again, The 
Ice Cream Slip - owned by Louise and Neil Vandal - will 
be serving food and ice cream throughout the summer 
season. Their singular winning bid was $2000. 

The police department is pursuing grant 
funding for the purchase of additional AED's (portable 
defibrillators), Gagne said. The goal is to have one placed 
in both Center and Old Hammondtown Schools within 
easy reach of athletic spaces in those schools, as well as 
for police vehicles that presently do not have them as 
standard equipment. 

Gagne asked the public to please share names of 
veterans in their families or of whom they may be aware 
so that their names may be added to the list of those

noted and honored on plaques in town hall. He said it 
was surprisingly difficult to gather veterans 7 names but 
wanted to ensure no one was overlooked.

RABBIT DIET 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, over- 
grown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a diet 
of timothy hay or other grass hay. Avoid alfalfa as it has too much 
calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this hay as 
she wants. 

What about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceburg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
such as brocolli. Start with a small piece then double the amount 
given on each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 

Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most other 
foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetables that are slowly intro- 
duced and some pellets.

There are four candidates vying for three seats 
on the Planning Board, with only one incumbent, Edwin 
North. Running against North are Michael Popitz, Robert

Two incumbents running for the Marion School 
Committee, Michelle Ouellette and Christine Winters, 
have been joined by Kate Ellen Houdelette to make this a 
contested race.

He did not have a problem with Police Chief 
Mary Lyons 7 fiscal year 2015 budget per se, but he did 
have a problem with the way the Police Department's 
bookkeeper has been appropriating (or, rather, not 
appropriating) expenditures to their proper line items.

Johnson appeared physically uncomfortable while

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discussing Lyons 7 ambulance budget. His brow furrowed 
with Chief Lyons 7 casual response to his question about 
why the department's FY14 ambulance " medical supplies 
and equipment" line item was almost depleted, while the 
ambulance "equipment" line item of $13,900 has not yet 
even been touched. 

"[That's the] secretary," said Lyons. "She doesn't 
always know what all the equipment is." She then 
implied that it is not the line item that is really important. 
"It comes down to the bottom line, not the line item," said 
Lyons. 

FinCom Member Elizabeth Pennington suggested 
just getting rid of one of the line items and lumping them 
both together. 

"Why have that extra level of difficulty?" 
asked Chairman Patricia Donoghue, concurring with 
Pennington. "It's just a pain in the butt." 

"Like Mary said, it comes down to the bottom 
line," said Town Administrator Michael Gagne, also 
concurring. He said it all came down to the secretary. "It's 
a guess," he added. 

Johnson's face looked visibly pained. 

"Is [the equipment expended] going to be 
used for more than a year?" asked Johnson, trying to 
differentiate between ambulance equipment and medical 
supplies and equipment. 

Lyons said some orders include supplies and 
equipment from both categories on the same invoice, so 
the entire invoice gets appropriated to the same line item, 
regardless. 

"What are these, low I.Q. people?" asked 
Donoghue. "I mean, you can't explain it to them?" 
Donoghue asked Lyons. 

Well, the numbers in town government are not as 
clear-cut as corporations, Lyons replied. 

"Are these the right amounts to be allocated?" 
asked Johnson, referring to the $13,800 supplies line item 
from FY14 still untouched, while Lyons is requesting 
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$15,000 for the line item in FY15. 

Gagne said he would ask for a FY13 report to 
answer Johnson's question. 

Johnson's face remained the same for the rest of 
the discussion, which turned to the police budget and 
the salary-related line items, like part-time wages, which 
prompted a gasp, a "whoa," and a swear word from 
Donoghue. 

"I know you're having a heart attack over the 
part-time wages, but let me explain," said Lyons. 

She said that when an officer takes a vacation or 
a sick day, the full-time officers have first right of refusal 
for covering the shift. If no one takes it, it is offered to the 
part-timers. 

Also contributing to the part-time line item's

increase, Lyons said the holiday coverage line item is 
down $58,000 because she lumped some of it in with the 
part-time line item, contributing to the increase in that 
line item. 

Some more "funky" accounting, as Gagne put 
it, came up during the discussion when Donoghue said 
she did not understand why the FY14 "career incentive" 
line item remains unexpended, although Lyons explained 
that the officers 7 career incentive pay is added to their 
paychecks all throughout the year. It was presumed that 
this way of appropriating was easier for the one doing the 
bookkeeping. 

Johnson said he thought the bookkeeper should 
at least make the correct appropriations every quarter 
throughout the year. 

There was further discussion on differential rates, 
the extra $1.20 per hour paid to officers who work the 
second and third shifts, and the annual increases in pay. 
Also, one new cruiser is added to the budget every year, 
and Lyons stated that Mattapoisett is moving toward 
eventually replacing all its cruisers with Chevy Tahoes. 

The total for the police budget for FY15 is 
$1,930,823, up $162,523 from FY14. 

Also during the meeting, Superintendent of 
Schools Doug White and School Committee Chairman 
Jim Higgins presented the Mattapoisett schools 7 budget, 
with White staying behind to go over the Old Rochester 
Regional High School budget. 

Before budget talks, Pennington brought up the 
ORR cyber-theft incident, just to acknowledge that Gagne 
had sent White a number of questions about the theft and 
to recognize that perhaps White could not yet discuss the 
matter if it was an on-going investigation. The Tri-Town 
selectmen along with the three FinComs are looking 
to meet with the School Department in the foreseeable 
future. 

White listened but said nothing, turning to the 
budget and summarizing the line items. 

The school budget is up $109,770, or 1.8%, from 
last year, due mainly to salary and other contractual 
obligations. 

The Bristol County Agricultural Technical 
Vocational High School numbers are also going up, with 
White explaining that tuition has increased to $18,000 per 
student, and three more students - for a total of eight - 
will be attending Bristol Aggie next year.

Special education spending is down significantly, 
although the out-of-district line item is most likely 
underfunded in the FY15 budget, according to White. 
He said he had received word that a new student 
with significant educational needs would be moving 
to the district, but the student has still not moved to 
Mattapoisett. That does not mean the student will not, 
though, so White based the budget on the actual students, 
not possible future ones. 

"This is not where I'm going to torture you/ 7 said 
Donoghue to White, who smiled with a puzzled look on 
his face. "It's ORR," she said. 

The ORR FY15 budget stands at $16,567,868 as 
proposed by the School Committee. Take out the debt 
and reimbursement for transportation, said White, along 
with Chapter 70 state funding and income from revenue 
sources, and the total number to be split among the three 
towns amounts to $12,149,171. Of this, Mattapoisett 7 s 
share is $4,470,450 - a decrease of $105,175 from FY14. 
Rochester's and Marion's assessments both went up from 
FY14. 

White explained that each of the three towns pays 
above and beyond the State's minimum requirement for 
the regional school. 

Johnson said he would wager that most 
Mattapoisett residents are unaware that the Town spends 
above the State's required minimum. 

"I don't think most of the people in this town 
even know what the budget is," added Pennington.

Prioritization is Cap Plan's Job 

Mattapoisett Capital Planning 
By Marilou Newell 

As Mattapoisett 7 s Capital Planning Committee 
continues its work of meeting with various town 
departments to review their 2016 needs and the five-year 
plan, Chairman Chuck McCullough explained the task of 
the committee. He said that after the committee completes 
all departmental financial reviews, the members will 
then debate the prioritization of each line item request. 
The committee members are: Alan Apperson (member- 
at-large); Jeremy Collier (banking); John DeCosta 
(recreation); Jim Muse (schools); Ellen Driscoll (member- 
at-large); and Chuck McCullough (Chairman and 
member-at-large). There is one open position that would 
represent construction. Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne frequently attends these meeting to shed light on 
the work of the Finance Committee and to discuss the 
merits of each departmental budget submission. 

Once the Capital Planning committee achieves 
a consensus on which expenses are most critical, 
based on the submissions they have received and the 
justifications offered by department heads, they'll meet 
with the Finance Committee to present their findings. In 
partnership, the two committees will finalize the process 
and then pass their report along for the Selectmen's 
review. The Board of Selectmen will then prepare the 
warrant that includes the expenses needed to run the 
town. At Town Meeting, it will be the voters who will 
decide the final fate of each financial request. Capital 
Planning reviews all requests over $10,000 and sometimes 
elects to have a request moved to a departmental budget 
versus an annual capital request. 

Recently, such an expense was discussed when 
the committee met with members of the local schools 
whose turn it was to discuss their needs. Ryan Magee 
presented the technology needs of Center and Old 
Hammondtown Schools. Magee said that system/ 
network upgrades are ongoing and needed before iPad 
carts could be used in the schools. These carts are similar 
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to those currently used in other industries such as medical 
facilities where mobile units bring the computer into a 
space versus having the computer in a fixed location. 
Such technology requires wireless conductivity 

Network systems upgrades were viewed by 
the committee as capital expenses, while equipment 
(computers) were viewed as a school budget line item 
since those are typically replaced with greater regularity 

It was further noted that in coming years, books 
will be replaced with computers and although this 
isn't happening now, it is on the horizon. Muse told the 
group that with the arrival of new standardized testing 
(PARCC - Partnership for Assessment of Readiness for 
College and Careers), schools will need to have wireless 
computer capabilities since the majority of the program's 
curriculum is internet based. The new math portion 
comes with a price tag of $7,000 per class for kindergarten 
through sixth grades. 

The facilities portion of the schools 7 capital 
funding needs was also discussed with Gene Jones, who 
heads up this department. Jones needs funds to replace 
the roof over the kitchen area at Old Hammondtown 
School. Replacement flooring for deteriorating floor tiles 
is also needed at this school, along with playground 
renovations that are mandated by Federal regulations. 
He said that the rubberized surface in the playground 
is in very bad condition, but has lasted long beyond its 
five-year warranty. He expects to have cost estimates in 
the coming days. Security camera upgrades were also 
discussed as a necessity with costs estimated around 
$26,000. It is planned that in the future, the schools 7

Mattapoisett Library Director Susan Pizzolato 
was next. She was disappointed to deliver the news that 
the windows in the new library building are failing at an 
alarming rate. "It's a shame, but they need to be fixed/ 7 
Pizzolato stated. She added that between increased utility 
bills and rotting from water intrusion, the windows were 
a top priority. She estimated that presently 17 windows 
need to be fixed for an estimated cost of $6,446. Pizzolato 
also has a generator on her wish list, saying that during 
a storm emergency she would like the library to be more 
serviceable to the community. This brought up the fact that 
the library in is a flood zone area further necessitating a 
generator to run pumps that would push out storm water. 
The projected cost of the generator is $49,000. 

Before the committee wrapped up business 
for the evening, Gagne said that Fire Chief Andrew 
Murray had received updated figures for a new fire 
station. The new figure was $3.5 million. He said that 
an exploratory committee is being formed to research a 
new fire department building and the needs of town hall. 
Continuing, he said that this committee will investigate 
the merits of ongoing repairs to the town hall on Main 
Street or building a new one. There have been some 
conversations about bringing both the fire department 
and town hall offices to property located adjacent to 
the police station, property that the town already owns. 
"We've talked about sharing meeting spaces in a combined 
building/ 7 Gagne stated. 

The Capital Planning Committee meets again on 
Wednesday, March 26 at 6:00 pm. They are scheduled to 
meet with the harbormaster, recreation director, and with 
Gagne.

of the Table of Principal Uses with a chart outlining which 
type of solar system was permitted within the various 
zoning districts in town. 

The board discussed the public notice published 
in The Wanderer for the April 7, 2014 Planning Board 
meeting which, some members felt, was not as clear as it 
could have been in explaining what was to be discussed. 
After much discussion, the board agreed to republish the 
meeting notice with the additional information.

Next up the board voted to accept, with minor 
changes, the new zoning map of the Town of Marion.

The map includes seventeen districts including: 
Residence A; Residence B; Residence C; Residence D; 
Residence E; General Business; Marine Business; Limited 
Industrial; Limited Business; Flood Hazard District; Water 
Supply Protection District; Aquifer Protection District; 
Open Space Development District; Surface Water District; 
Wireless Communications Facilities Overlay District; 
Sippican River Overlay District; and a Municipal Solar 
Overlay District.

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construction of Mattapoisett 7 s third solar farm project. 
Yet the abutters and neighbors in attendance still had 
questions and Chairman Peter Newton was not pleased. 

While noting that his job was to enforce the 
wetlands protection act and various other environmental 
regulatory rules, Newton was also displeased to hear that 
trees along Interstate 195 would be removed. "Twenty 
acres of solar panels ... that's the introduction to our 
town ... that's what our town is becoming/ 7 he stated. 
Charon said that yes, trees would be removed along that 
boundary but the entire site would not be exposed on that 
side. 

Judy Mooney, whose property abuts the project 
asked, "Is this a done deal?" She continued, "That is a 
lot of woods you are getting rid of, it's really close to my 
house . . . but, my issue is taking down all those trees, go 
to the dump, I don't mind you going there. . ." 

Nancy Gauvin, also an abutter, asked if there was 
anyone who was really going to make sure the animals 
were protected and if Blue Wave would be building on 
the other side of the utility power lines as well. Foley 
said that they are looking at other suitable locations in 
Mattapoisett and throughout the area for more solar farm 
developments. 

Tom Hanks, another Crystal Springs resident, 
asked, "Are we being preyed on because we don't have 
any protection?" Chairman Newton responded, "If I was 
in business, Fd go wherever it's easiest." Andy Bobola, 
Director of Inspectional Services, said that the Planning 
Board is reviewing by-laws and suggested approaching 
them on developing by-laws for this type of business 
activity. 

Several residents spoke up about the issue of 
water. Storm water runoff due to deforestation was 
questioned. Charon said that the same amount of water 
would fall, but how it was recharged into the ground or 
the speed of the flow were issues. 

It was noted that given that the site borders 
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wetlands on two sides, there are numerous issues for 
ConCom to consider - more than a part-time department 
could handle. It was decided that Blue Wave would fund 
outside peer review so that issues of wetlands, wildlife 
and storm water management could be professionally 
evaluated. The application was continued until April 
28 to give the town and Blue Wave more time to gather 
environmental details. 

Also coming before the commission was 
John Marvin, 14 Mechanic Street, with a request for 
determination of applicability to build an addition to 
the existing home. Represented by Jon Connell of Field 
Engineering, the commission heard that the construction 
will follow all FEMA guidelines for flood considerations. 
Marvin's application was approved. 
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The Town of Mattapoisett also came before 
the commission for three road resurfacing projects, 
each with slightly different issues. Bayberry Lane, Ash 
Terrace, Acorn Lane, and Hemlock Lane, a cul-da-sac 
development off North Street, need resurfacing and 
some storm water management to control erosion. 
Shady Oak Drive, across North Street from Bayberry 
needs resurfacing and the cul-da-sac needs extensive 
renovations. Finally, Eldorado Drive also requires 
resurfacing. The projects were approved with standard 
conditions. 

Richard Wells of 10 Woodland Avenue filed a 
notice of intent for the construction of a garage addition 
to the existing home located in a coastal flood plain 
and buffer zone. Charon Engineering represented the 
applicant. He told the commission the garage will be built 
with break-away partitions in compliance with FEMA 
requirements. The application was approved. 

Stephany Hiller and Dan Wierich, 74 Aucoot 
Road, also came before the commission with a notice of 
intent to tear down the existing structure and build a 
new four-bedroom house with a garage, deck, and gravel 
driveway. The home will be built on stilts and have break- 
away panels. They have to go to the Board of Health 
and will be required to install a Title 5 compliant septic 
system. Their project was approved. 

David Davignon of Schneider Engineering 
represented Jay Duker, 112 Aucoot Road, coming before 
the commission for continuation of their notice of intent 
to present updated plans which now include erosion 
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control details, the installation of underground propane 
tanks, plantings along the wetlands delineation and that 
they have received a permit from the Board of Health. 
Satisfying all the questions the commission presented, the 
project was approved with standard orders of conditions. 

Davignon then represented Daniel Oliver of 40 
Water Street with a second round of amended order of 
conditions for the building of a pier. The project is now 
considerably downsized since DEP has extended eel grass 
beds in the same space. ConCom approved the new plans. 

The last hearing of the evening was for the 
application filed by Mr. and Mrs. James Barron of 36 
Water Street. They were petitioning for underground 
utilities, a balcony, and the building of a new garage. 
Abutters were concerned with storm water management, 
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for Coffee & Do nuts at the 
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Antique colonial built in 1880 with 3 bedrooms 
&1 1/2 baths and located in the upper village. 
Totally renovated with all new mechanicals 
including central A/C. 5 minute walk to the Town 
beach and not located in the flood zone.

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especially near the church. Ray Andrews of 49 Water 
Street said that he and his brother were both alarmed 
that a garage would be allowed on the lot but he was 
reminded by Newton that the commission was only 
concerned with wetland-related issues and not zoning 
issues. The commission approved the project with storm 
water management conditions, the installation of a 
water tight underground utility bunker and sewers and 
standard conditions. 

Before adjourning, Bobola asked Newton if he 
could take a moment to express his deep appreciation to 
Tammy Ferreira who has been filling in at the ConCom 
office and during meetings of late, making it possible 
for that department to carry on the business of the town 
without missing a beat. He also thanked Conservation 
Agent Elizabeth Leidhold for going above and beyond 
the call of duty managing a great volume of work for 
the town and the ConCom office during this time as 
well. Everyone on the commission acknowledged those 
sentiments with sincere gratitude.

Zoning Board Continues Hearing 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Marilou Newell 
In what proved to be a bit of a sticky wicket, 
Mattapoisett 7 s Zoning Board of Appeals continued the 
hearing of Mary Flaherty's application. Flaherty came 
before the ZBA to request permission to build a new home 
at 4 Woodlawn Avenue on a lot that is non-conforming. 
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Presently, the lot has a small deteriorating shed and utility 
building that she plans to either demolish or relocate 
on the parcel. The new home would then be situated 
primarily outside the flood zone and thereby not require 
pilings. Both architect Steve Keller and engineer Robert 
Field made the case for their client that the new home 
would not negatively impact the site or the abutting 
homes. The proposed residence would have a footprint 
of only 700 square feet and overall 1500 feet when the 
two-story home is completed. To accommodate the FEMA 
requirements, the planned home would be 16.2 feet in 
elevation and 28 feet tall at its highest point. Flaherty's 
petition requested use of historic setbacks. Her plan has 
already cleared any wetland issues through an earlier 
conservation commission hearing. However, the abutters 
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are not pleased. 

Carol Helliwell of 6 Woodlawn Avenue was 
the first to object, stating that the computer-generated 
rendition presented by Keller that demonstrates how 
the proposed home will fit into the neighborhood was 
misleading. She said that while the drawing makes it 
appear that there are empty lots between the homes, in 
reality the homes would only be 50 to 70 feet apart. But 
her bombshell moment was when she told the ZBA of lot 
line movements that occurred at the time she purchased 
her home from the Flaherty family. She said that at that 
time, a Form A involving the changing of existing lot lines 
had been enacted, challenging the applicant's right to use 
historic set-backs or a grandfathered lot. "This new home 
will loom over my house/ 7 she declared. 

According to Andy Bobola, Director of Inspectional 
Services for the town, a Form A is the creation of a lot with 
frontage on an existing roadway. He told the board that his 
office had not uncovered any activity of this sort regarding 
these properties, but needed additional time to follow-up 
on Helli well's assertion. 

David Ross of 2 Woodlawn Avenue, whose 
property abuts the other side of the Flaherty's parcel, also 
objected to the construction of the new home. He said that 
the property has never been used as a residence; rather, 
it was always just a campsite used infrequently by the 
Flaherty s. "They were only there once last summer/ 7 Ross 
stated. Although there is electricity going to the parcel, 
there are no other services. 

Bobola suggested to the ZBA that they continue 
the hearing to give his office and other town offices an 
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opportunity to research any Form A documentation filed 
with the town. Although it is rare that the ZBA continues 
a hearing, on this night they elected to do so in order to 
give the petitioner and the building department ample 
time to provide clarity in this matter. 

Clearing all hurtles earlier in the evening, 
Denise Cassese received approval to build a new home 
on a site located on Harbor Road. This lot has not been 
built on previously and required permission for use of 
grandfathered frontage and setbacks. With no objections 
from the public, the application was unanimously 
approved. 

The Mattapoisett ZBA meets again on April 17 at 
6:00 pm in the Town Hall meeting room.

"You had to find the right balance/ 7 said Emily 
Hyde, a senior at ORR and a participant in the Junior 
Achievement Titan Challenge. The team who found this 
balance was named the next titan of business. 

Although Hyde and her partner, Curran 
Desjardens, didn't win first place, they were fairly 
successful throughout the challenge. The challenge was 
broken up into different rounds, with eight or nine teams 
playing against each other in each round, and Hyde and 
Desjardins were often in first place at the end of a round. 

"At the end we would slip off a little bit because 
they would throw us a curveball," Hyde recalled, "but we 
never came in last, so it was really fun." 

Before the day of the challenge, the students from 
ORR weren't entirely sure what to expect. The Junior 
Achievement organization had provided a study guide, 
but other than this slight aid, few of the ORR students did 
much preparation. 

"Other schools had done a lot of prep work, and 
all we've done is this class," said Hyde, referring to her 
Honors Economics course with Erich Carroll, a social 
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studies teacher at ORRHS. 

Clearly, this course has been very influential. 
Zach Bowen, a member of the winning team, said he 
and his peers didn't prepare before the challenge. They 
figured out a strategy as they went along, recalling prior 
knowledge from economics class. 

"I didn't really have any expectations going 
into it," Bowen admitted. He felt the odds were against 
them as they entered a room with fifty other teams. Still, 
Bowen 7 s team was more prepared than he thought. When 
asked about what strategies they used, Bowen responded, 
"Well, we had Jeremy Bare; he's really good with stuff like 
that." 

Each team at the Junior Achievement Titan 
Challenge was also given an adult mentor, someone with

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Studies Program, directed by Dr. John Crosby, was 
successfully completed at the start of this month after 
hundreds of coral were recorded and examined by each of 
the six cruises. 

There has been an 85% decline in the population 
of Elkhorn Coral in the Caribbean in the last 25 years 
due to storm damage and disease. This past winter, 
Tabor students inspected and recorded the health of the 
coral to further hypothesize the causes and effects of 
this declination in population. They specifically focused 
on water circulation patterns and how this may trap 
polluted water in the bays and contaminate the coral. 
Tabor's Caribbean Studies Program collaborates with the 
U.S. Geological Survey, the Virgin Islands National Park 
Service, and the U.S. Department of the Interior in order 
to further the effort to protect and save the Elkhorn. 

Emily Chandler taught the preparation course 
for students involved in the program and was the on- 
board director for three of the cruises. Chandler finds that, 
"what makes the Caribbean Studies Program unique is 
it gives Tabor students the opportunity to conduct real 
scientific research and generate results that can have an 
immediate impact. For example, research from the 2005 
program provided the NPS with the data necessary to put 
Elkhorn Coral on the protected species list. " With much 
success this past winter, more progress in the fight to save 
the Elkhorn is sure to be made. 

While students spend the start of their trip 
practicing their snorkeling skills and learning about the 
history and culture of the Virgin Islands in the warm 
Caribbean sun, the end of each trip was spent solely 
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doing hour-long research dives four or five times a day. 
Although students took a semester-long course to learn 
about the coral and research technique, the state of the 
coral was still shocking. 

"It wasn't until I saw the coral reefs that I realized 
just how threatened the coral is," said Olivia Palombo, a 
junior who participated in the program. 

The students worked in groups of three to 
examine the coral. One dove to look at the coral's diseases, 
another then recorded the findings on a PDA, while the 
third took photographs of the specific coral. This gave all 
of the students a very unique experience in doing actual 
fieldwork. 

However, the students did more than just study 
the coral reefs. Each group used fluorescein dye to 



monitor the currents in the bays and used a PDA to track 
the patterns of their movement. Students also ran snap 
tests to examine the water chemistry and these showed 
that there were low concentration levels of nitrate, 
phosphate, dissolved oxygen, dissolved carbon dioxide, 
iron, and copper. 

The students were onboard SSV Tabor Boy, Tabor 
Academy's schooner, with the crew during their time 
in the Caribbean. The schooner is a major part of Tabor 
Academy and the experience of students. Students 
sail Tabor Boy as an after-school activity in the fall and 
spring, and it is the site of weeklong summer orientation 
programs. Tabor Boy has had a big year, as 2014 marks the 
100 th birthday of the vessel. 

Tabor Boy is now returning home and is stopping

To the average onlooker, spring track may seem 
like the same thing as winter track.

Fighting Mad

Divergent Starring Shailene Woodley and Kate Winslet. 
Directed by Neil Burger. Running time: 139 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

There are five factions in the futuristic society 
of Divergent, and it just figures that the heroine, Beatrice 
"Tris" Prior (Shailene Woodley), would pick the 
Dauntless faction. The Dauntless are society's warriors 
and protectors, and thus are subject to grueling training 
designed to test an initiate's courage. When not training, 
the Dauntless while away the afternoons by running 
around, climbing things, and jumping off other things. 
What if Tris had chosen the Erudites, the smarties of 
society? Would her training consist of harrowing, highly 
cinematic algebra quizzes? Or what if she'd opted for 
Amity, the people who work the land and are noted for 
their kindness? Would we have an $80 million blockbuster 
about how Tris must face the horrific final test — being 
nice to cranky customers at a farmers' market? 

As it is, Divergent might as well be called 
Dauntless, because for most of the running time, Tris, who 
was born into the Abnegation faction (selfless people 
who help others), takes many beatings and worries 
incessantly about not making the cut in her Dauntless 
training. (Those who flunk out become "factionless," 
denied the option to return home or to try their luck in 
another faction.) Tris, though, is a special snowflake: she's 
a Divergent, meaning that she — gasp! — has more than 
one trait. She could fit in with Abnegation, Dauntless, or 
Erudite. So she's really dangerous to this post-apocalyptic 
society that has arranged everyone according to dominant 
trait to "preserve the peace." 

I don't really get what any of that has to do with 
peace. Maybe it's explained in Veronica Roth's trilogy of 
books, which I haven't read and, judging by my boredom 
with the movie, will probably skip. It's really just an 
elaborate metaphor for Being Your Own Beautiful Self, 
which apparently goes over well with readers of a certain 



tender age. Divergent has been compared to The Hunger 
Games, but at least Suzanne Collins' fantasy had some sort 
of real- world relevance, even edging up to social satire. 
But Divergent'^ concerns seem largely solipsistic — there's 
little or no larger meaning to it at all. Unlike Katniss 
Everdeen, who survived and became an inspiration due 
to a combination of luck, guts, brains and compassion, 
Tris just hits the genetic lottery, which is hazardous to her 
in the short term but will likely shake out with her as the 
heroine of a newly diverse and less regimented society by 
the third movie. 

There's little or no filmmaking excitement 
in Divergent, either. The director is Neil Burger, a 
journeyman hack who merely points and shoots, never 
pausing to take in beauty or terror. There's a tiny bit of 
both in sequences in which Tris and, later, her Dauntless 
trainer and love interest Four (Theo James) submit to 
chemically-induced hallucinations of their deepest fears. 
Apparently Tris is scared of birds, fire, and drowning, 
while Four dislikes heights. The hallucinations at least 
pack a slight visual-surreal charge mostly absent from 
the rest of the movie, which unfolds in the gunmetal- 
blue Dauntless quarters or in sterile offices. I sensed no 
connection between Burger and this material, no urgency 
on his part to tell this story and open up its truths. 

Woodley is fine and humble as the heroine, and 
Kate Winslet brings cold efficiency to her performance 
as Jeanine Matthews, the Erudite leader who wants to 
overthrow the Abnegations' control over society. I didn't 
get that, either: the smart people want to go to war with 
the selfless people? Are this movie's politics insane, or 
just nonexistent? I don't see brainiacs like Neil deGrasse 
Tyson gunning for people like the Dalai Lama. Divergent 
also verges on saying the military is a mindless hive 
brainwashed by the Harvard-educated ruling class, which 
is more cynical than anything in The Hunger Games and 
an insult to ex-military men like Daniel Ellsberg. In short, 
the divvied-up society presented here makes no internal 
or subtextual sense. It doesn't refer to anything other than 
a generic "fight the Man" theme — and, of course, the 
Man here is an intelligent woman. So, despite its kick-ass 
heroine, the movie doesn't really diverge much from the 
standard path of Hollywood sexism at all.
